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NEWS PRINT REPORT HELD UP BY CHICAGO MEETING 


Publishers and News Print Manufacturers to Get Together Friday—Understood Also That an Official of the 
Federal Trade Commission Is in Canada Taking Up with the Dominion Government Some 
Matters in Relation to Its Price Setting on News Print—May Soon Be Paper Enough 


[SPECIAL TO THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL,] 


WasuincrTon, D. C., January 24, 1917.—Indications here today 
are that the report of the Trade Commission will be held up for 
some little time. It is understood on very good authority that an 
official of the Commission is now in Canada taking up with that 
government some matters in relation to its price setting on news 
print paper. 


No Report Until After Chicago Meeting 

In addition, the Commissioners do not wish to make public any 
kind of a report until after the meeting between the publishers 
and manufacturers, set for Friday of this week in Chicago. Some 
representatives of the Commission will be on hand at that meeting 
it is understood. 

According to information which has reached officials of the 
Commission here from Canada the Finance Minister is about to 
order that the prices to Canadian publishers by Canadian news 
print manufacturers be limited to $10 a ton advance over 
the old last year’s contracts. The exports are limited, and the 
Canadian mills are to be required to retain for domestic sales at 
least twenty per cent. of their output. All of the mills have been 
included in this order, whether they are tied up with American 
contracts or not, so it is understood here. This is likely to have 
considerable effect on the American market. For instance, if a 
Canadian mill has already contracted with American publishers 
for 90 per cent of its output it will have to retract 10 per cent. 
and this is likely to make a still greater shortage in this country. 


Expect Restriction May Not Be Necessary 


In other words this means that Canadian publishers probably will 
get more paper than they actually need, and the order no doubt will 
cause a tightening in the American market until the Canadian 
government sees that the export restriction is not really necessary. 

The Trade Commission officials here believe that negotiations 
now under way may result in Canadians modifying the order, which 
hasn’t yet gone into effect, and which Canadian manufacturers 
say they will fight. All American mills located in Canada are 
included in the decree. 

In line with the holding up of this news print report pending 
present developments, it is said that officers of the Commission 
have informally notified those members of Congress who are 
most interested in this situation why the report is being withheld. 
The Commissioners held an all-day session yesterday on the paper 
situation. 


Commission May Ask for Broader Powers 

According to what is apparently reliable information the Com- 
mission is considering recommending to Congress legislation to 
prevent a recurrence of the present paper stringency. It is said 
that among other things it may ask for broader powers for itself. 
The Commission at present can only investigate and report to 
Congress. 

It seems to be the feeling about the Commission that there will 
soon be enough paper on the market for both Canadian and Amer- 
ican publishers. Just how long the Commission’s report is to be 
held up cannot be learned, but it is probable that nothing will be 
done until some definite word has been received from the official 
who is now in Canada taking up the order about to be promul- 
gated. The order, it is rumored, has been partly due to reports

Rumors as to Why Report Is Delayed. 

There was a persistent rumor here last week to the effect that 
the Commission was purposely holding up the report at the specitic 
request of the Department of Justice, who, it is understood, is now 
carrying on some investigative work on its own account. An of- 
ficial of the Commission, who was asked concerning this rumor, 
said that “there might be some truth in it” although he refused to 
discuss it. The theory being that the Department wants to see 
just how much truth there is in the charges of various publishers 
before anything at all is made public. 

Certain of the Commissioners seem to wish to hold up the 
paper report to Congress until everything has been done that can 
be done as regards these meetings of the two factions so that if 
possible some harmonious results can be announced with the re- 
port. This seems to be the principal reason for holding up the 
report. 

News Print for Emergency Cases 

Dr. E. O. Merchant, one of the economists of the Commission, 
was in New York last week taking up the question of distribution. 
It is said that several hundred tons of news print have been re- 
leased by the manufacturers to meet the “emergency” cases of the 
smaller publishers. 

That the majority of those officials of the Trade Commission, 
who have been in close touch with this whole situation, believe 
that some relief will be forthcoming by April 1 has already been 
printed in the Paper Trape JourNAL. This opinion was reflected 


by Chester W. Lyman, of the International Paper Company, in a 
talk here last week with the correspondent of the Paper TRADE 
JournaL. Mr. Lyman did not seem inclined to think that there 


would be much change in price, but he did think that there would 
be more paper available by that time. 


Mr. Lyman on the Situation 


Mr. Lyman stated that his company had decided not to take two 
of its machines off of news print and put them on some other 
paper as had been its intention earlier in the winter. In addition, 
he said, an old machine that had been idle had been put onto 
news print, and that whenever any of the company’s machines 
finished any other kind of paper and were not needed immediately, 
a run of news print was made. This, he said, was increasing the 
company’s output to some extent. 

Taking up the export question, Mr. Lyman said that the Inter- 
national had no intention of increasing its exports of print paper, 
but that it would pursue its usual course in this regard. 


No Statement Given Out by Commission. 

No statement has been given out at all at the offices of the 
Federal Trade Commission since last week regarding the investiga- 
tion, but a number of executive sessions have been held on this 
subject by the Commissioners. No statement has been given out 
either by the Department of Justice and inquiry there has proved 
of no avail. Mark Hyman, who is handling this paper investiga- 
tion for the department, as published last week by the Paper 
TRADE JOURNAL, has been here a number of times the past week 
consulting with Assistant to the Attorney General Mr. Todd, in 
direct charge of the investigation, and it is understood that investi- 
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gators of the department are making a quiet study of the whole 
situation and rumors are being “run down.” 

The general paper investigation of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, which is being made by experts of the Commission under 
the so-called Fletcher resolution, is well under way. More than 
one-half of the men who have been working on news print are 
now in various parts of the country doing the field work. It is prob- 
able that this field work will take all the rest of the winter and 
the early spring. It is understood that more attention is being 
paid to book paper than anything else. 


News Print Conference in Chicago Friday 


Friday morning at 10:30 there will be an informal meeting 
of news print manufacturers and newspaper publishers at the 
Blackstone Hotel, Chicago, to renew discussion which was 
temporarily dropped after the ineffective efforts of the Trade 
Commission to bring the two interests onto common ground 
at the hearings in Washington. 

This meeting is the materialization of a rumor which has 
been heard for the last weeks, to the effect that a few manu- 
facturers, headed by George H. Mead, chairman of the execu- 
tive committee of the News Print Manufacturers’ Association, 
were working for a conference at Chicago. Several meetings 
of representatives of the publishers with Mr. Mead are under- 
stood to have been held to discuss the plan, and as a result 
Friday of this week was set as the date for reopening the 
question of news print distribution. An invitation was ex- 
tended to the American Newspaper Publishers’ Association, 
which on Monday notified its members of the meeting by a 
circular letter. Publishers not members of the association are 
also invited by the manufacturers to be present. 

Mr. Mead was in New York on Monday, but made no statement, 
and it is not believed that any very definite plan will be pre- 
sented by the manufacturers. The meeting is rather intended 
to promote friendly discussion of the question, which the 
hearings before the commission failed to do. Lincoln B. 
Palmer, general manager of the A, N. P. A., and A. G. Mc- 
Intyre, of the association’s paper committee, both expressed 
intentions of being present at the meeting. 


Federal Trade Commissioners in Canada 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

WasHINGTON, D. C., January 24, 1917.—The Federal Trade Com- 
mission has just issued the following announcement: 

‘The Federal Trade Commission announced today that two of 
its members, Vice Chairman Harris and Commissioner Perry, have 
gone to Ottawa to confer with Canadian officials and manufacturers 
in order to ebtain full details regarding the reported action ofthe 
Canadian Government in fixing the price of paper to Canadian 
publishers at $10 per ton increase over the prices of last year. 

“The commission has also accepted the invitation of publishers 
and manufacturers to be present at a conference to be held in 
Chicago on Friday of this week to devise means of relieving the 
present serious situation and of preventing its recurrence in the 
future, 

“Commissioners Harris and Perry will go from Ottawa directly 
to Chicago, where they will be joined by Commissioner Davies. 

“Important developments are expected as a result of this con- 
ference.” 

These new developments may delay somewhat the report of the 


commission to the Senate, which otherwise would have been made 
this week.

Mr. Mayer recently explained the simple but wonderful patent 
features of what he calls his equalizer. With this feature the 
operator is able to change or gauge instantly the amount of wax 
necessary for the requirements on one side or both at the same 
time.

PAPER FOR PUBLIC PRINTER 


Only Twenty-nine Bidders Are Included This Year—No Bids 
at All Are Received on Lots Nos. 37 and 38, Calling for 
2,000,000 Pounds of Fibre Machine-Finish Printing 
Paper—In All Bids Failed to Be Received on Twenty- 
nine Items—Considerable Interest Manifest as to What 
Action the Committee Will Take on These Proposals— 
Awards to Be Made Saturday, January 27.

WasuinocTon, D. C., January 20, 1917.—Despite the fact that all 
Government departments were closed to-day out of respect to the 
memory of Admiral Dewey, whose funeral services were held at 
the Capitol at 11 o’clock, the Joint Committee on Printing opened 
the proposals for the supplies of paper for the Government Print- 
ing Office at the time advertised. 


Thirty Bidders Listed 


Thirty bidders were listed, one of which, the Merion Paper 
Company, however, merely sent in a letter explaining its reasons 
for not bidding under the requirements of the proposals submitted 
to it. Quite a large number of bidders were present, either in per- 
son or by representation: Mr. Clark, of the Bureau of Standards; 
R. P. Andrews, of the R. P. Andrews Paper Company; Capt. 
Cc. T. Daly, Dr. H. H. Newéll, American Writing Paper Company; 
William D. Judd, Carew Paper Manufacturing Company, Wm. 
Clark, Aetna Paper Company; W. H. Knickerbocker, of the 
Knickerbocker Supply Company; Esleck Manufacturing Company, 
Judge Moore, Bureau of Statistics, Book Paper Manufacturers; 
W. Blackford, Strathmore Paper Company, Arthur Nevins, Miami 
Paper Company, Mathers-Lamm Paper Company, J. J. McCon- 
nell, Bond Paper Company, O. H. Gore, B. F. Bond. 

Senator Fletcher, chairman of the Joint Committee, announced 
that all bids would be scheduled as received, and the question of 
formalities or informalities would be gone over subsequently by 
the committee. 

The only bidder on Machine finish No. 1 printing paper, lots 4 to 
36 inclusive, was the Champion Coated Paper Company, Hamilton, 
O., with the exception of lot 30 to 36, which were bid on by the 
Kalamazoo Paper Company. 


No Proposals on Plant Fibre Paper 

No proposals were received on lots 37 and 38, each calling for 
1,000,000 Ibs. of plant-fibre machine-finish printing paper, nor on 
lot 39, for 20,000 Ibs. antique laid priating paper; and only two 
proposals to furnish 20,000 Ibs. deckle edge antique laid printing 
paper; two proposals were received for furnishing opaque print- 
ing; three bidders are competing on lots 40 to 47, inclusive ; on woven 
machine-finish printing only two proposals were received for fur- 
nishing lots 48 to 55, sized and supercalendered printing, of which 
approximately 2,000,000 Ibs. were called for; only one bid was 
received on sized and supercalendered printing; and four to furnish 
halftone printing, although some of those were qualified as to 
quantity; no proposals were reecived on lot 38, No. 8 colored 
writings; nor on railroad maniia, white tissue, white stereo or 
cream stereo, represented by lots 148 to 151, inclusive; neither for 
lots 161 and 162, 50- and 60-ib. rope manila, oiled manila tympan, 
manila tympan. 

No proposals were received on lots 172 to 179, inclusive, which 
included the call for white RR board, colored cardboard, white 
China board, and colored, cream and white Bristol boards, There 
were no proposals to furnish the 10,000 lbs. of plate wiping paper 
called for, nor for tablet stripping machine paper, paperoid, press- 


board, parchment and news board; strawboard, lined strawboard 
or box board, and on many of the items not referred to above 
only one bid was received. The action of the Joint Committee on 
these proposals will be watched for with considerable interest, 
especially as to the 29 items above referred to on which no pro- 
posals were received.

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THE FORESTRY ASSOCIATION 
MEETS AT WASHINGTON, D. C. 


Chester Lyman, Vice-President of the International Paper Co., 
Is Re-elected a Director and Presides as Chairman During 
a Part of the Convention—President Pack in His Annual 
Address States That the Great War in Europe Has In- 
creased the Importance of the Economic Value of the 
Forest-—E. A. Sterling Speaks on “Economic Justice for 
Lumber and Forest’”—Other Addresses. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

WasuinctTon, D. C., January 20, 1917.—Charles Lathrop Pack, 
of Lakewood, N. J., was re-elected president of the American 
Forestry Association at the 37th annual meeting held here yester- 
day and day before, and Chester W. Lyman, of the International 
Paper Company, was re-elected a director of the association. In 
addition to the meeting of the association an International Forestry 
Conference was held. Mr. Lyman, for a long time connected with 
the association, acted as chairman during the first half of the 
convention. 

President Pack’s Annual Address 

President Pack, in his address to the convention, declared that 
we must have natural resources in abundance back of our Army 
and Navy for adequate defense, and pointed to Germany as the 
greatest example of what can be done with the conservation of 
resources of the forests. It was when touching upon the value of 
conserving our natural resources that President Pack indicated 
how Germany is relying upon natural resources which her scien- 
tists have developed to the limit in fighting the Allies. 

“The great war in Europe has increased the importance of the 
economic value of the ferest,” said Mr. Pack, and continued: 

“Germany has ever been in the lead in the practice of dealing 
scientifically with these matters. One of the interesting mysteries 
is the source from which the Central Powers obtain nitro-cellulose 
necessary in the manufacture of smokeless powder. This is ordi- 
narily made from cotton. We have information which would in- 
dicate the nitro-cellulose now used in Germany is made from wood. 

“We refer to rosin and turpentine, so largely the product of our 
southern pine forests, as naval stores, but now rosin is employed 
in large quantities in filling spaces between the bullets in shrapnel 
shells, so that when the shells explode the missiles will be evenly 
distributed.” Taking up further the conservation question, he said: 

“There is no immediate danger, if we use our forests rightly, of 
a serious shortage in our lumber supply, but the time is here when 
the conservation of our forest resources demands more serious and 
real economic consideration. It seems to me the conservation of 
our privately owned forest resources will never really become 
effective on a sufficient scale until there is a present or prospective 
profit in practicing forest conservation.” 


“Economic Justice for Lumber and Forest” 

E. A. Sterling, of Chicago, made a very interesting address on 
“Economic Justice for Lumber and Forests,” in which he went 
into the economic questions of the present day in relation to this 
subject. He also took occasion to dwell at some length on the 
government’s investigations, both by the Forest Service and the 
Federal Trade Commission of the lumber industry. He gave it as 
his opinion that these investigations will turn out to be beneficial 
to the trade. 

The fate of the agricultural and forest products of the United 
States is at stake, for according to C. L. Marlatt, chairman of 
the Federal Horticultural Board, who spoke before the delegates 
. yesterday afternoon, imported tree and plant diseases destroy $500,- 
000,000 worth of property every year and the insect pests eat up 
another $500,000,000. 


45TH YEAR 


Considerable time was given, during the convention, to the dis- 
cussion of the pine blister disease, which is said to be spreading 
over the country and causing considerable losses. Among some of 
the other speakers during the two days’ conferences were: Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Interior, Stephen T. Mather; Henry S. Graves, 
Chief Forester of the United States; E. W. Nelson, Chief of the 
Bureau of Biological Survey; C. J. Blanchard, of the United States 
Reclamation Service; Dr. Perley Spaulding, United States Forest 
Pathologist; W. P. Wharton, E. T. Allen, of Portland, Ore.; Clyde 
Leavitt, of Canada; S. B. Detwiler, United States Forest Patho- 
logist; C. R. Pettis, Superintendent of the Forests of New York 
State; Dr. Haven Metcalf, Chief of the United States Office of 
Forest Pathology; David T. Fairchild, of the Department of Agri- 
culture, and J. G. Sanders, Economic Zoologist of Pennsylvania. 

Conference Closes with Smoker 

The conference closed last night with a smoker in the big ball- 
room of the New Willard Hotel, where the plans for 500 had been 
made by Percival S. Ridsdale, the secretary of the association. In 
conjunction with the American Forestry Association, there were 
meetings of the Committee for the Suppression of the White Pine 
Blister Disease of North America, the Eastern Forestry Associa- 
tion, the Society of American Foresters and other kindred organi- 
zations. 

“This conference,” said Charles Lathrop Pack at the conclusion, 
“has been the best attended, and more enthusiasm has been shown 
than at any other in the history of the organization.” 


Schmidt & Ault Paper Co. Expands 


York, Pa., January 22, 1917—Expansions which have been un- 
der way since early fall at the mill of the Schmidt & Ault Paper 
Company, Penn street.and the Codorus Creek, when completed, 
will make it one of the largest paper manufacturing plants in this 
section of the State. It will be the biggest wrapping-paper mill 
in Pennsylvania, it is said. The entire plant has undergone gen- 
eral renovations and improvements which, with the erection of two 
large annexes to the southeast and west wings, will increase the 
capacity nearly 100 per cent., it is said. 

Several hundred thousand dollars are being expended by the 
firm in this undertaking. It is the intention of the firm to locate 
in this city the most modern paper manufacturing mill that can be 
erected. When all work is completed and all departments are put 
into operation, there will be improved conditions for the employes, 
which will then number more than 200. The machine equipment 
alone will cost approximately $200,000, it is stated. 

A large machine is now being installed in the addition to the 
southwest wing of the main mill. When its several parts are put 
together for operation, it will measure about 100 feet in length. 
It is the plan of the Schmidt & Ault company to dismantle all the 
machines now in use, from time to time, and replace them by 
types of more modern construction. 

The new additions conform in appearance with the main paper 
mill. They are of red brick structure, strongly re-enforced with 
steel girders and concrete bases. The annex on the west wing has 
already been finished. The firm also contemplates the erection of 
a new engine room and larger coal bunkers. These will be built 
along the southwestern part of the plant, in the vicinity of the 
race which empties into the Codorus Creek. 


Sisson, Cal., May Have Paper Factory 


Sisson, Cal., January 18, 1917—A movement has been started 


to establish a paper mill in this vicinity. It is proposed to manu 
facture paper from the red and white fir stumpage, covering an 
area from the timber line at the base of Mount Shasta to this 
town. The movement may culminate in the establishment of a 
pulp grinding mill, the raw material to be shipped to the paper 
mill at Floriston.

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MORE CHANGES AT PLANTS OF 
AMERICAN WRITING PAPER CO. 


George W. Reardon, Superintendent of the Norman Paper Co. 
Division, Resigns and Is Succeeded by Howard C. Walker 
—American Paper Makers Recently Located in Vene- 
zuela Do Not Send Glowing Reports About Living Con- 
ditions in That Country—New One Machine Mill Will 
Be Started Soon With About Fifty Hands—H. B. Whit- 
ing Again in Charge of No. 2 Mill.

Hotyoxe, Mass., January 22, 1917.—Another well-known face in 
the family of superintendents at the American Writing Paper Com- 
pany will be missing after the first of next month. He is George 
W. Reardon, superintendent of the Norman Paper Company divi- 
sion, who has tendered his resignation, to become effective Febru- 
ary 1. Mr. Reardon is the son of the late William Reardon, for- 
mer general superintendent of the American Writing Paper Com- 
pany, and has been with the company for almost ten years, first as 
superintendent at one of the Riverside Paper Company division 
mills and later at the Norman Paper Company division. : 

Howard C. Walker, a prominent paper mill man of these parts, 
has been appointed to succeed Mr. Reardon. Mr. Walker is the 
son of Elisha C. Walker, who has recently resigned as salesman 
for the American Writing Paper Company to accept the position 
as sales manager for the Collins Manufacturing Company at North 
Wilbraham, Mass. 

At least two more practical paper makers from this city will 
soon sail for South America to join the two Americans at Caracas, 
Venezuela, who have gone to the southern republic to engage in 
paper making. The Americans there now are Ernest Bush, of this 
city, formerly employed at the Crocker-McElwain Company, and 
Carl Magnus, of Philadelphia. 

A letter written by Mr. Bush, and received yesterday, fell into 
the hands of the Paper TRADE JouRNAL’s correspondent. Mr. Bush 
writes that Venezuela is not the best place to work in, stating that 
the so much talked of high cost of living in this country does not 
compare at all with what Venezuela offers. Mr. Bush states that 
he and his co-worker, Carl Magnus, consume 75 cents’ worth of 
drinking water a day, boiled water costing 50 cents a quart. One 
of the pleasant features, Mr. Bush states, is the fact that the paper 
mill, which is to commence operations on February 1, is located 
high in the mountains, where the air is much cooler and where 
working is a real pleasure. The plant is a one-machine mill, 
erected originally for a German concern manufacturing paper. It 
is equipped almost entirely with German-made machinery. Op- 
erations will begin with about 50 hands. A relative of the Presi- 
dent of the Republic of Venezuela is the largest stockholder in 
the new paper company, while prominent New York capitalists are 
financing the proposition. Mr. Bush is in charge of the machine 
and beater room of the company, whose product will be specialties, 
including high-grade writing papers which will be manufactured 
chiefly from native grass. 


H. B. Whiting Returns to Holyoke 


Herbert B. Whiting, superintendent for eight years of the Col- 
lins Manufacturing Company at North Wilbraham, Mass., and pre- 
vious to that connected with the No. 2 mill of the Whiting Paper 
Company, of this city, was surprised in his office at the Collins 
Manufacturing Company, last week, and presented with a silver 
loving cup by the heads of the departments of the mill. Mr. 
Whiting will return to this city and assume the superintendency 
of the No. 2 mill of the Whiting Paper Company. 

Mr. Whiting will be succeeded at the Collins Manufacturing 
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‘Company by Charles C. Stewart, who up to this time has been 


superintendent at the No. 2 mill of the Whiting Paper Company. 
Mr. Stewart goes to the Collins Manufacturing Company on 
February 1, as does also Elisha C. Walker in the capacity of sales 
manager.

A delegation of members of the Long Island Press Association, 
numbering 37, and four representatives of the J. E. Linde Paper 
Company of Long Island, visited this city today. Their visit in- 
cluded a tour of inspection of the local paper mills. The party

“That in view of the present high prices, due to the European 
war, of all paper and other materials entering into the produc- 
tion of envelopes, postal cards and money-order blanks, which 
prices are greatly in excess of those prevailing at the time the 
existing four-year contracts of the Post Office Department for 
these supplies were .made, the Postmaster-General is hereby 
authorized, in his discretion from time to time, to fix prices 
at or in excess of the contract price or prices to be paid the 
contractors for postal card paper, blanks, blank books, en- 
graved and printed matter for the money-order service, offi- 
cial and registry envelopes, stamped envelopes and newspaper 
wrappers, and envelopes for the departments of the Govern- 
ment. Provided, however, that any increase or increases over 
the contract prices herein authorized shall not be sufficient to 
give to the contractor or contractors any net profit on such 
supplies furnished by them during the pending contract.” 


Will Buy Paper Jointly 

Los Ancetes, Cal., January 22, 1917.—A plan for the purchase 
of news print paper for distribution among members by a com- 
mittee was indorsed today by the Southern California Editorial 
Association. Harlan G. Palmer, president, was authorized to ap- 
point a committee to receive orders, purchase the total amount of 
paper required and arrange for distribution. 

Other resolutions pledged the fifty weekly and daily newspapers 
represented to increase subscription rates 50 cents a year for 
weeklies and $1 a year for dailies, and advertising rates 20 per 
cent, The members pledged their support to bills before Congress 
providing for a Government-owned paper mill and for a zone 
system of rates for second-class mail. 


Blocks State Paper Mills in Minnesota 


St. Paut, Minn., January 22, 1917—A project for State paper 
mills proposed recently by the Minnesota Editorial Association as 
means of alleviating the paper shortage, was declared impractica- 
ble in an opinion given by Lindon A. Smith, attorney-general of 
Minnesota. 

According to Mr. Smith, the State may lease the needed water- 
power sites and timber tracts to a co-operative organization of 
publishers, but is without authority to use State funds in the erec- 
tion of paper mills or to engage in paper making.

Col. H. Anthony Dyer, of Providence, R. I., Speaks Most 
Entertainingly on ‘Europe from an Artist’s Point of View” 
—Committees Make Very Satisfactory Reports—W. C. 
Ridgway, Secretary of the National Paper Trade Asso- 


ciation, Speaks on Co-operation—Charles S. Proctor Is 
Elected President—Other Officers Elected—Those 


Present—Boston Business Is Somewhat Improved.

Boston, Mass., January 22, 1917.—It is seldom that any organiza- 
tion has the pleasure of listening to so gifted and forceful a 
speaker as the one who addressed the meeting of the New Eng- 
land Paper Jobbers’ Association, last week, Colonel H. Anthony 
Dyer, of Providence, R. I. 


Colonel Dyer Makes Pleasing Address 

Colonel Dyer was listed to speak on the topic of “Europe from 
an Artist’s Point of View,” and his treatment of that topic proved 
him to be an inspirational speaker of rare ability along the lines 
of true patriotism. If Colonel Dyer’s paintings on canvas are as 
realistic and vivid as his word-pictures, then indeed must he be an 
artist of no ordinary ability. With a graceful and easy manner 
of speaking and a wonderful command of language, Colonel Dyer 
took his audience with him to France, and in a corner of an old 
Normandy village pictured to them the real life of France, with 
its peace and its contentment, its love of soil, the true spirit un- 
derlying the love of country and patriotism which has brought all 
of France to the defense of its native iand in the present war and 
made possible the tremendous sacrifices which have been so will- 
ingly offered for country by men and women alike. 

Colonel Dyer, as it happened, was in France sketching in this 
very village when the call to arms came and contrasted the spirit 
of self-sacrifice shown at that time very forcibly with the spirit of 
modern American life, which he characterized as one of gain and 
exploitation, calling attention to the fact that even in our old New 
England villages a modernizing process is taking place, and the 
old dream, the old colonial setting, is no longer there, due to the 
influx of foreign population and to the immigration of the de- 
scendants of the old families to the cities. 

His talk was a most eloquent plea for moral preparedness, which 
he made a necessary foundation to effective physical preparation, 
and drew attention to the fact that in this land we must create 
a love for our homes and for our country, first preparing our 
hearts for her defense, then our hands will be easily trained. 

Colonel Dyer’s address was only one feature of a very inter- 
esting evening, beginning with a reception in the well-appointed 
rooms of the Harvard Club, at 6.30, dinner being served at 7 o’clock 
in one of the large private dining rooms, the entertainment being 
furnished during the serving of an excellent menu by Adams’ 
Orchestra. 


Satisfactory Committee Reports 

Major Charles S. Proctor, president of the association, acted as 
toastmaster and called the meeting to order to hear the reports 
of the various committees. The treasurer’s report, submitted by 
Treasurer F. B. Cummings, showed a very pleasing balance on 
hand and, together with the auditor’s report, was unanimously 
accepted. Secretary H. L. Carter in his report made a few brief 
remarks relative to his regret at feeling no longer able to con- 
tinue in office as secretary, and thanking the members of the asso- 
ciation for the co-operation and help which have been so gladly 
extended to him during his term of service, and speaking of the 
pleasure which it had given him to note the growth and strength 


of the association during this time and the spirit of co-operation 
which was animating its membership. The acceptance of his re- 
port was made the occasion by President Proctor of the presenta- 
tion to Mr. Carter of a handsome silver loving cup from the mem- 
bers of the association as a tribute to him for his faithful and un- 
selfish service during the past seven years as secretary.

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INTRODUCES A BILL FOR A 
WOOD PULP MILL IN OHIO 


According to Senator Oberlin’s Plan All the Waste Land 
Owned by the State Is to Be Used to Raise Pulp Timber 
—George H. Mead, of the News Print Manufacturers, Is 
Absent from the City and Nothing Could Be Learned from 
Him Regarding the Proposed Meeting Between the Manu- 
facturers and Publishers in Chicago—Other Miami Valley 
News. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, January 22, 1917—The assembling of the 
Ohio Legislature has resulted in the usual large crop of new 
bills, and the hopper has been filled. Probably the most inter- 
esting to the paper trade is the one to be submitted by Senator 
Oberlin, of Stark county, providing for the establishment by 
the State of a wood pulp mill for making white paper to meet 
the shortage now existing. According to his plan all of the 
waste land in the State owned by the State—and there is con- 
siderable—would be used to raise timber, while he would have 
lands sold for delinquent taxes taken over by the State as 
additional pulp timber land. 

There is quite a quantity of pulp wood grown in Ohio; that 
is, timber that could be used for pulp, but there has been no 
concerted effort at any time on the part of manufacturers to 
utilize it, as great quantities are necessary, and it was never 
considered advisable to rely on a local supply. Perhaps the 
average statesman does not realize that it requires a whole 
grove to supply one issue of the metropolitan paper, but then 
it is time for some one to come to the fore and “save the 
country.” 

In connection with the print paper situation, while con- 
siderable interest has been manifested here, nothing of a defi- 
nite nature can be said relative to the next move. George H. 
Mead, president of the Mead Pulp and Paper Company, who is 
chairman of the News Print Manufacturers’ Association, is not 
in the city to-day, and nothing could be learned as to the re- 
ported meeting to be held by the larger publishers and the 
manufacturers, probably in Chicago, at an early date. Mr. 
Mead has attended the meetings in Washington in connection 
with the paper hearings and has been quite busy in the installa- 
tion of the new book machine in the Peerless mill, which is 
just being completed in this city. He is identified with print 
mills in Canada and other sections of the country, and in this 
way is interested in the live topic of the day. 


Lack of Coal Closes Champion Paper Plant. 


Between the coal shortage and the lack of gas in factories 
some of the industries in the Miami Valley have been having 
a time of it during the past week or two. Last week the Cham- 
pion Coated Paper Company at Hamilton was forced to close 
4own two days on account of the lack of coal. The cold wave 
had something to do with the situation, the consumption 
having been so great that it was impossible for the railway lines 
to transport the fuel. When the Champion mills were opened 
for the week it was found that there was not enough coal to 
keep things moving, and it was decided to suspend. Eighteen 
hundred men and women were thus deprived of work. The 
company is the largest consumer of coal in Hamilton, about 
400 tons being used daily. It may readily be seen that a supply 
of 2,500 tons would be none too much to have on hand to as- 
sure a steady operation of the plant and take chances with rail 
and river transportation. The cold snap, which descended sud- 
denly, tied up the coal in transit between the West Virginia 
‘mines and the Miami Valley, a blizzard having accompanied it. 
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Later in the week a sufficient supply was received and opera- 
tions were resumed. The scarcity of coal was also felt in this 
city, and some of the schools were compelled to close, while 
factories and mills in some instances ran on short time. 


Mr. Funkhouser Heads Sefton Manufacturing Company. 


Frederick A. Funkhouser, president’ of Winter’s National 
Bank, of this city, has been elected vice-president of the Sefton 
Manufacturing Corporation, of New York. This is the largest 
manufacturer of corrugated paper, ice cream and oyster pails 
and special boxes in the country, and has plants in Brooklyn, 
Chicago, and Anderson, Ind. Mr. Funkhouser will retain his 
residence in this city. He began in a subordinate position in 
the Winter’s National Bank and rose to the presidency step by 
step. He is still a young man and promises to figure promi- 
nently in industrial affairs of the country. 


Continental Bag Company in Ohio. 


The Continental Paper Bag Company, a $5,000,000 Maine 
corporation, was authorized by the Secretary of State last 
Saturday to do business, with headquarters in Cincinnati. It 
is understood that the corporation’s business in this part of 
the country has increased materially during the past year and 
that it was found advisable to establish a branch in Cincinnati, 
which will supply this entire district.

Present Plant Now Occupies the Greater Part of a City Block 
—Riparian Owners Along the Upper Wolf and Fox 
Rivers Worried About High Waters of Spring—Little 
Encouragement for Relief During the Coming Spring—

corporation of the Tuttle Press Company, of Appleton, manu- 
facturers of paper novelties, were filed with the Secretary of 
State at Madison last week.

Riparian Owners Worried 


Riparian owners along the upper Wolf and Fox rivers are 
beginning again to worry about the high water during the 
coming spring months. Hearing nothing from Washington 
or from local representatives of the War Department, they 
wrote a letter last week to Major Ferguson, officer in charge, 
asking him what had been done about the matter of securing 
relief from flood situations. The letter gives them very little 
encouragement for relief during the coming year. It reads in 
part as follows: 

“Receipt is acknowledged of your letter of January 17, 1917. 
The re-examination of the Fox River project, with a view to 
determining upon some plan to relieve present conditions, is 
still in progress. The present operation of the Menasha dam 
is in conformity with the existing laws of Congress. Any 
alteration will require another law. It is contemplated that 
the question will be submitted to Congress during the calendar 
year, but it is not believed any relief will be obtained during 
the coming season.” 

Congress during the remainder of this season will be too 
busy with affairs of national and international importance to 
take up a matter so comparatively trifling, for which reason 
it is not expected the situation will even come formally to the 
attention of that body for another year. Although it has been 
frequently pointed out and made clear to members of the 
Riparian Owners’ Association that the operation of the 
Menasha dam is strictly within the privilege extended by law, 
nevertheless they continue to lay the blame to paper and pulp 
manufacturers for occasional flooding of lands, declaring they 
are damming the water in the upper Wolf and Fox rivers and 
Lake Winnebago to use it as power in the operation of their 
mills in the lower Fox River Valley. 


A Warning About Chicago. 


Men going to Chicago these days are advised by Alex 
Strange, well-known paper manufacturer, who has just re- 
turned from there, to leave at home two things—first, his wife, 
and, second, his pocketbook: The word of warning is sent 
out for this reason. There is at present a tremendous bazaar in 
progress in Chicago. Women are doing their level best to 
raise a large sum of money for the allies, and they are making 
a big success of their enterprise. Now the Menasha and 
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Shawano paper manufacturer advises leaving the wife at home, 
because many of the good-looking actresses at present in Chi- 
cago are assisting in raising this money for the Allies, and 
they are selling, among other things, kisses at a dollar apiece, 
The paper manufacturer admits that most men might care to 
purchase more than one of the kisses, and it might be a bit 
awkward for a fellow to reveal this desire if he is accompanied 
by his wife. The cautionary word about the pocketbook is 
dropped for the reason that there are so very many things 
being offered by the hundreds of good women engaged in this 
bazaar work that unless a fellow is nearly “strapped” he is 
apt to spend a great deal more than is good for him. 


Whiting-Plover Dam Improvements. 


A crew of several dozen men was put to work a couple of 
days ago building the transmission line to extend from the 
power dam of the Whiting-Plover Paper Company, near 
Stevens Point, into the heart of the city, so that the city elec- 
tric line may be able to use the surplus power being developed 
at that dam. This system of utilizing surplus power is being 
adopted throughout that section of the Wisconsin River Valley. 
In several other places paper companies having more water 
power than they have need for at their plants are co-operating 


with city traction companies to take over all not needed in the 
manufacture of paper. 


To Establish Paper Mill at Pittston 

Pittston, Pa., January 22, 1917.—J. C. Kenyon, of 32 Mill street, 
has purchased the old Forest Castle Brewery property from the 
Pennsylvania Central Brewing Company, of Scranton, for $6,000, 
and is preparing to establish there a plant for the manufacture of 
tissue and high-grade papers. The project has been developed to 
the point where a new industry for this community is assured. 

Mr. Kenyon and R. McA. Lloyd, of New York City, are pro- 
moting the enterprise. Mr. Kenyon came to Pittston three years 
ago and has been superintendent and general manager of the 
United States Paper Mills, later the Lehigh Paper Mills, which 
took over the old Wyoming Valley plant. He has had vast ex- 
perience in the manufacturing of paper and for many years was 
located at Baldwinville, N. Y.

It is proposed to incorporate the new company at $300,000, of 
which $100,000 shall be seven per cent. preferred stock, and $200,- 
000 common stock. Seventy-five thousand dollars of the preferred 
stock is being offered for sale and with each share a share of 
common stock is given.

Andrew T. Heath 


Andrew T. Heath, associated for twenty-four years with H. G. 
Craig & Co., New York, died January 5. Mr. Heath was born in 
Argyle, N. Y., on December 29, 1855. He was the son of English 
and Scotch parents, his father being Isaac Heath and his mother 
Eliza Mary Stewart. His boyhood was spent in Argyle, N. Y., where 
he received his early schooling, which ended with his graduation 
from the Argyle Academy. He began work as a clerk in the Wash- 
ington County (New York) County Clerk’s office, where he re- 
mained for several years; during this time he also acted as 
a solicitor for the Glens Falls Insurance Company. Leaving 
Argyle about 1876, he took a course at the Eastman Business 
College at Poughkeepsie, where he graduated in 1878. After 
leaving Poughkeepsie he took a position as bookkeeper and 
general assistant in a company at Lansingburg, where he re- 
mained until about 1883, going from there to take a position 
with the Ondawa Paper Company at Middle Falls, with whom 
he remained in various positions, especially that of salesman, 
until February, 1892. The Ondawa Paper Mill was on the site 
now occupied by the Stevens & Thompson Mill at Middle 
Falls. While connected with the Ondawa Paper Company he 
resided in Greenwich, and at time owned a share 
tissue mill located at Greenwich, known as the Angel Mill. 
Coming to New York City in 1892, he became connected with 
the firm of H. G. Craig & Co. as salesman, and remained with 
them until his death, January 5, 1917,

In 1885 he married Cora L. Milliman, of Argyle, who, with 
one son, W. Lloyd Heath, survive him. Soon after coming 
to New York he moved to Brooklyn, where he lived until 
his death. He was very musically inclined, and shortly after 
his coming to the city joined the choir of the Holy Trinity 
Church, Brooklyn, under the personal: direction of the late 
Dudley Buck, remaining with Mr. Buck for several years, 
during which time he sang several of Dudley Buck’s com- 
positions from the original manuscript. Leaving the Holy 
Trinity choir, he took a position as solo tenor at the Lee 
Avenue Congregational Church, where he remained four years, 
going from there to a similar position at the James M. E. 
Church for a like period. After leaving the James Church he 
substituted in various choirs and also did concert work. He 
was an active member of the Apollo Club of Brooklyn for 
many years, being one of the old guard of that organization, 
until failing health necessitated his resignation. 

Mr. Heath was widely known in the paper trade, especially 
in New York City, being known for his ability and business 
integrity and genial character.

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Che Paper Bids 
The number of bidders on paper to be furnished to the Public 
Printer, as was expected, shows a considerable decrease this year. 
Perhaps the surprising fact, when all the circumstances are taken 
There 
were twenty-nine bidders this year as compared with thirty-eight 


into consideration, is that the bidders were so numerous. 


last year, which was not a large number. 

The bids this year aggregated from $700,000 to $1,000,000 more 
than last year. There were no bids at all received on twenty-eight 
items, and on many of the more important items there was only one 
bid. The prices on the items, most of them, were from 25 per cent 
to 300 per cent higher than last year. The increase, however, was 
noticeable on the low grade papers, and there was little increase 
on the higher grade papers. In some cases there was no increase 
at all. 

The Champion Coated Paper Company, which has defaulted at 
the Government Printing Office, was the only bidder on the major 
portion of the machine finish paper. Last year there were seven 
bidders and the year previous there were fifteen. The total amount 
of the bids of the Champion Company was $1,036,400, which is 
almost as much as the entire amount paid last year for the paper. 

The question of whether the Champion and also the Republic 
Bag and Paper Company will be allowed to get any contracts, ow- 
ing to their defaulting this year, will, it is stated, be taken up at a 
meeting Friday by the Joint Congressional Committee on Printing. 
It is practically certain that a second call will be made for bids. 
It is also possible, it is said, that new bids will be asked on all 
of the machine finish paper. 

Previous to the bidding it was asserted that indifferent or poor 
success with the bidding would be regarded as a good argument 
for the establishment of the proposed $1,000,000 Government paper 
mill. The Paper TrApE JouRNAL does not agree with this reason- 
ing. If long experienced paper makers specializing in a com- 
paratively few varieties of paper hesitate to make paper for the 
public printer, how can the inexperienced government hope suc- 
cessfully to make 222 more or less different varieties of paper in 
a single paper mill?

Canadian News Situation 


The news print manufacturers in Canada appear to be not 


more happily situated just at present than the members of the 
industry in the United States. If we correctly understand the

additional reduction in its news print supply that even under 
the present conditions, however, is distressingly insufficient. 
From Canadian 


sources, however, comes 


the suggestion that 
the United States would retaliate with an embargo on coal, 
and if it is a fact, as it doubtless is, that many of the Canadian 
mills have a supply of coal on hand sufficient to last them not 
more than four days, this would unquestionably furnish a 
means of applying retaliatory measures of a most effective 
character. 

Nor can the taking over of the mills by the Government 
under any circumstances be contemplated as anything but a 
most unfortunate step that would be certain to give the news 
print industry in Canada a most serious setback from which it 
would take years to recover, 

Judging the situation from this distance the daily newspaper 
publishers in Canada have been more instrumental in shaping 
the present situation in the Dominion in their favor than it 
seemed some time ago that they could possibly be. In spite 
of this influence, however, it is to be hoped that the Canadian 
Government will remember that the news print manufac- 
turers appreciate the seriousness of the situation and that they 
believe at least that they are reasonable in presenting their

Che Foreign Trade in Papers 


The monthly summary of foreign commerce of the United States, 
just issued for November, gives some interesting information re- 
garding the foreign trade in paper and paper making materials. 

The total exports of paper and manufactures of paper amounted 
to $3,656,441, which is a slight decrease from the preceding month, 
when the figures were $3,777,915, but which is still greatly in ex- 
cess of November a year ago, when the figures were only $1,974,672. 
The figures for the eleven months ending in November were $35,- 
622,453, as compared with $19,883,199 for the same period in 1915 
and $18,663,165 in 1914. 

The foreign sales of all descriptions of printing paper aggregated 
$1,237,945 for November, which also shows a slight decline as com- 
pared with the preceding month, when the figures were $1,375,938. 
The figures for November of a year ago amounted to but $363,244. 
The total foreign sales of printing paper for the eleven months 
ending in November amounted to $10,683,143 as compared with 
$4,233,175 for the same period in 1915 and $4,210,960 in 1914.

The undergraduate 
courses required of all chemical ergineers include a year’s 
course with laboratory work in organic chemistry and a course 
in technology of carbon compounds, which takes up pulp and 
paper manufacture and the bleaching and dyeing of textiles. 
\dvanced courses in the chemistry of cellulose and in the 
manufacture of pulp and and paper are also offered. The pulp 
and paper manufacturing group contains options from the

QUESTION would be pleased to have your expert

Answer No. 2386.—Many reasons may be given for the crown- 
ing of press rolls, the foremost of which is the necessity of weight- 
ing the ends of the rolls with heavy weights, which in itself would 
cause the rolls to pinch on the ends, thereby removing more water 
from the paper at these points than in the middle of the rolls, so 
for this reason we grind the bottom roll with a crown; or, in other 
words, larger in the middle with a gradual tapering towards the 
ends, in order to overcome the pinching on the ends and allow 
for the spring in the roll. Then again, supposing no weights were 
used on the ends of the press rolls, and the rolls were ground per- 
fectly straight, resulting in an even amount of water being pressed 
from the sheet at all points. Now take the paper over the dryers, 
and by drying soft you will find the edges of the paper dry and 
the middle part wet. This is caused by the dryers being hotter on 
the ends than in the middle, this condition being due to deckles 
which do not entirely cover the face of the dryers, thereby leaving 
an uncovered space at each end on which the heat is unchecked. 
You therefore must go back and put a crown on your press rolls 
to overcome this difficulty. The writer knows of no method of 
figuring correctly the crown that should be put on any given roll. 
Experience is the only method I know of whereby you can crown 
your rolls satisfactorily, because so much depends upon the flexi- 
bility of the roll, the hardness of the rubber, the peculiarities of 
the machine as a whole. The softer the rubber covering on a roll, 
the more crown it will require. Metal rolls require less crowning 
than rubber because they have less “give” to them. To cite an 
example, I have seen a rubber roll on the first press work satis- 
factorily with a crown of 30/1000 inch. The next roll installed 
required 65/1000 inch before it would do satisfactory work—all 
due to the softer rubber covering in the latter roll. Then again, 
there are machines which have individual peculiar traits, such as 
uneven temperatures on the face of the dryers, formation of sheet, 
removal of water by vacuum system, which must be met and over- 
come by crowning the press rolls.

Where the Blanc Fixe Comes From 

Some interesting information concerning the sources from 
which the paper maker’s “blanc-fixe,” or barium sulphate, comes 
may be found in a recent pamphlet on “Barytes and Strontium 
in 1915,” recently issued by the U. S. Geological Survey. This 
product is manufactured from crude barytes, deposits of which 
are found principally in Georgia, Missouri and Tennessee. 

The marketed production of barytes in 1915 was some 110,- 
000 short tons, of which only about one-tenth went to the 
makers of barium chemicals, among which is blanc-fixe. 

Crude barytes should carry at least 93 per cent. barium sul- 
phate, and the better grade, such as that mined at the Ten- 
nessee deposits, has a larger percentage. It is in the Sweet- 
water district in McMinn County, Tennessee, that are located 
the mines of the Durex Chemical Company, the largest pro- 
ducers of blanc-fixe.

During the first year of the great European war the 
industry in this country was in disturbed condition. At 
the beginning everybody, apprehensive, was buying every- 
thing in sight, so that trade was booming. Then came the

which normal conditions gradually returned. Foreign 
trade kept up for a time, but soon there was a dearth of 
raw materials, especially chemicals and colors. The supply 
of pulp was first abundant but eventually became scarce, 
with prices high. Rags went along the same road. All 
kinds of paper had a record, for the year, of up and down, 
settling finally into practically normal. In 1916 there was 
a marked change. Demand for paper, especially printing, 
increased, and, although mills were running at top-notch 
the market could not be fully supplied. Raw materials 
were scarcer and some were entirely non-procurable. This 
scarcity revived recollections of like conditions in the in- 
dustry in its earlier years. History was repeating and, as 
then, so now the public was exhorted to help by saving 
rags and old paper. The United States secretary of the

interior and the United States chamber of commerce sent 
out notices to be distributed urging attention to the needs 
of the paper-manufacturers and newspapers carried adver- 
tisements urging the saving of waste paper. 

Throughout the summer the situation grew steadily 
worse, so far as shortage of paper was concerned. News- 
papers were especially hard hit, finding it impossible to

Many newspapers cut down their size and the 
Newspaper Association and the 
United States Federal Trade Commission urged publishers 
and other users of paper to practice rigid economies. It 
was freely predicted that, unless consumption could be 
reduced, or, that the war should come quickly to an end, 
so that paper-stock and chemicals could be again freely 
procured, the shortage would become more and more 
acute.

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five cents or more a pound, while the prospect was that, 
for 1917, three to four cents would be the market figure 
and, perhaps, supply scarce at that. Book papers were 
eight cents a pound and more and still on the upward 
move. Ground-wood pulp, in September, was thirty to 
thirty-five dollars a ton and little to be had. With supplies 
from Scandinavia cut down bleached sulphite, which was 
$2.75 a hundred weight in 1915, was now $8.80, and un- 
bleached $6.75. And the outlook was for higher prices 
The federal trade commission by direction of the 
United States Senate undertook an investigation of the 
news print situation in this summer. In a preliminary 
announcement, made in October, the commission said that 
it had found that a price advance began early in the year 
when contract prices for news were generally less than 
two dollars per hundred pounds and current market 
prices between two and three dollars per hundred pounds 
and that, after July, contract prices ran as high as three 
dollars and fifty cents per hundred pounds and current 
market prices as high as six and seven dollars and even 
higher in some instances. The commission found that the 
average cost of news in the first half of 1916 was thirty- 
three dollars per ton; that production had increased since 
1913; that some materials of manufacture were unusually 
high in advanced cost; that general opinion in the trade 
was that the cost of ground-wood and sulphite-fibre would 
increase in the future on account of labor conditions in 
Canada; that production and consumption had increased; 


that imports, mostly from Canada, had greatly increased ; 


that exports had also increased, with higher prices offered 
by foreign buyers. 

Statistics are available in Lockwood’s Directory show- 
ing the distribution of the industry in the different sections 
of the country in 1916, the character and variety of 
product, the equipment and capacity of the individual mills 
and other relative matter. Beginning in the far north- 
east, Maine’ was nearly evenly divided between paper- 
making and pulp-making. Its large forests made it an 
inviting region for the upbuilding of the wood-pulp indus- 
try and for the concentration of much making of news 
and other papers near the source of pulp supply. In the 
state there were thirty paper-mills and forty pulp-mills. 
The pulp-mills had a daily capacity of nearly 3,200 tons, 
of which a little more than four hundred tons was soda- 
fibre, over 1,500 tons ground-wood and the balance sul- 
phite-fibre. The paper-mills produced news, book, writ- 
ing, bond, ledger, board, manilla, kraft, wrapping, bag, 
and other varieties, their daily capacity being about 2,400 
tons. Of this total, about one-half was news, the leading 


producers in this line being, the mills of the St. Croix 


Paper Company at Woodland; the International Paper 
Company at Orono and Chisholm; the Great Northern 
Paper Company at Millinocket and Madison; and the 


Pejepscot Paper Company at Brunswick and Lisbon Falls, 
which company had three paper-mills with daily capacity of 
three hundred and twenty tons of news and wrappers, and 
three pulp mills able to produce daily three hundred tons 
of ground-wood and seventy tons of sulphite-fibre. The 
book-paper production of the state, amounting daily to 
nearly four hundred and fifty tons, was almost entirely 
in the hands of the Oxford Paper Company at Rumford, 
and S. D. Warren & Co., at Cumberland Mills, dividing 
nearly half and half, while the Hollingsworth and Whit- 
ney Company, at Winslow and the Rumford Falls mill 
of the International Paper Company, one with two hun- 
dred and fifteen tons and the other with one hundred and 
ninety tons. daily, divided most of the manilla business. 
One of the historic mill sites was that occupied by the 
Warren plant in Gardiner. Francis Richards, before the

middle of the last century, operated the second mill in 
Gardiner and members of his family succeeded him as 
the Richards Paper Company in 1884 and after. The 
company also had pulp mills in South Gardiner and Skow 
hegan. Another Gardiner present-day mill, the Copsecook. 
had its beginning in the enterprise of the Great Falls Com- 
pany in 1852 but its fame has been achieved by the firm 
of S. D. Warren & Co., by whom it was purchased about 
1854. it is a small affair compared with the other S. D. 
Warren plant, at Cumberland Mills, on the Presumpscot 
river, with its forty-five beating and nineteen refining en- 
gines, and twelve Fourdriners, daily capacity of two hun- 
dred tons of book and one hundred tons of soda fibre.

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CAR SHORTAGE IN CANADA 
DISTURBS THE PAPER TRADE 


Dominion Said to Be Suffering from Most Serious Shortage of 


Cars in Her History—-Wayagamack and Brompton Pulp 
and Paper Companies Issue Very Satisfactory Reports— 
Manipulation of Crown Timber Lands Said to Have Been 
Carried Out by Big Paper Company and a Canadian Rail- 


way Company—Bathurst Sulphite Mill Is Completed and 
Will Open Soon. 


MonrTREAL, Que., January 22, 1917.—Despite the drastic steps 
taken to conserve the supply of cars, Canada is now suffering from 
the most serious car shortage in its history. This affects all lines 
of industry, and it seems to be bearing particularly hard on the 
pulp and paper companies, possibly because it is so necessary that 
their shipments should go forward promptly and uninterruptedly. 
For the past month some of these companies have only been get- 
ting 50 per cent. of their car requirements, and for two days, at 
the time of writing, they had had no cars at all. The railway com- 
panies are fully alive to the seriousness of this situation, but state 
that it is impossible to get the cars necessary for handling the 
business. Another complication is that the shortage of cars has 
resulted in such a serious shortage of fuel, and this again will 
affect the output of a number of pulp and paper establishments. 
Some of the big paper companies are reported to be determined to 
build their own cars, so as to be independent of the general supply. 
Others have put wooden roofs on coal cars as they come in, and 
shipped them out loaded with pulp and paper. While everybody 
is hoping for the best, there is no real certainty as to car supply in 
the immediate future, and those who are dependent on daily ship- 
ments from the mills may find themselves in an awkward situation, 
in which co-operative action among paper consumers may be neces- 
sary. 
Paper Companies’ Favorable Reports 

The Wayagamack Pulp and Paper Company, in its report for 
the twelve months ending November 30, has some record-breaking 
figures as to output. The report states that in these twelve months 
the company earned $9,000 of the total amount earned in the pre- 
ceding 29 months. After bond interest, but before depreciation, 
earnings were at the rate of 15.4 per cent., against a rate of 4.05 
per cent. per annum, as shown in the statement of 1914-15, and 
3.9 per cent. in the statement of the year before that. After allow- 
ing a substantial sum for depreciation and discount on bonds, the 
company had a net balance for the year of $604,724, equivalent to 
earnings at the rate of 12.1 per cent. This, added to the previous 
balance, gives a total of $1,237,274 in profit and loss account. From 
this the board has appropriated $90,000 as a provision against war 
tax, and $450,000 has been transferred to a reserve for deprecia- 
tion, covering the three years to November, 1915. Commenting on 
this statement, the Montreal Gazette says that till recently the 
weakness of the Wayagamack Pulp and Paper Company was a 
lack of working capital. With loans in excess of $500,000 two 
years ago, and current liabilities well in excess of current assets, 
new financing of some sort appeared to be the only alternative for 
a slow adjustment through surplus earnings. The sharp upturn in 
pulp and paper prices, however, has permitted of a rapid liquida- 
tion of indebtedness, and the company has moved on to fairly firm 
ground. With the promise of earnings this year double or more 
what is shown in the 1916 statement, the company should be in a 
very comfortable position next autumn. 

The new Brompton Pulp and Paper Company has declared an 
initial dividend of 1 per cent. for the past quarter, with a ponus 
of 44 of 1 per cent. This declaration was accompanied by a brief 
statement from the board of directors, reporting that the earnings

Charge a Deal in Crown Timber Lands 
Considerable interest has Montreal by allega- 
tions published by the Montreal Daily ail relating to a deal said 


to have been carried out between a big paper company in the

United States and a certain Canadian railway company, relating 
to the manipulation of timber limits in the province of Quebec. 
The J/ail states that negotiations are under way for giving the 
American company the right to cut pulpwood from certain Crown 
lands and export it, in defiance of the provincial law prohibiting 
the export of pulpwood from Crown lands. The allegation is that 
the railway company, which is entitled to 385,000 acres of selected 
Quebec Crown lands, as subsidy for its railway, will not select 
these lands in the only places where such lands are not under , 
license, but will select them from lands now licensed to a certain 
American paper company, “with the obvious intention of selling 
these lands outright,” and thus giving the paper company power to 
cut and export the pulpwood on them. According to the Mail, 
Government officials are stated to have been already approached on 
the matter, and even to have gone to New York in connection 
with it.

La Compagnie Generale de Pulpe, Limited, has been incorpo- 
rated, with head office in Montreal, and a capital stock of $49,000, 
to carry on business as manufacturers of pulpwood, wood pulp, 
pulp and paper in all their branches.

Courtois, all of Montreal. 


Bathurst Sulphite Mill to Open 
The new sulphite mill of the Bathurst Lumber Company, of 
Bathurst, N. B., will be completed and in operation next month, 
according to a statement just issued. The company also intend to 
erect a paper mill in the near future, and to develop an additional 
10,000 horsepower at Grand Falls, Nepisiguit River. 


Abitibi Completing Improvements 
The new sulphite mill of the Abitibi Power and Paper Company 
is so far progressed towards completion that it is expected to be 
in operation by May 1, next, as well as the additional ground wood 
plant. The foundations for the new paper mill are now completed, 
and it is expected that the paper mill buildings will be roofed in by 
July, next. Two machines of 232 inches width—the widest paper 
machines in the world, it is said—are on order, and are expected 

to be installed and in operation by November next. 


General Trade News

Hartrorp, Conn., January 22, 1917.—William H. Rourke and 
Frank H. Eno, of the Rourke-Eno Paper Company, today pur- 
chased from Frank W. and Louise Heins the four-story brick 
structure at 62-68 Allyn street, in which the business is located. 
While Mr. Rourke and Mr. Eno secured the property as individu- 
als, the purchase was made for the benefit of the company. They 
did not care to mention the amount paid, but in the last exchange 
in that neighborhood, about $100,000 was involved in a similar 
transfer. 

The company at present occupies all four stories of the west 
side of the building and the top floor on the east side. It is planned 
ultimately to take over the whole east side for the business. 

The business was founded in 1847 by Erastus Tucker, and on 
his death, in 1868, his sons, John and Edwin, continued the firm. 
Edwin died on September 18, 1879, and John ran the business 
until his death on September 3, 1904. Mr. Rourke, as manager 
and treasurer, joined the firm in February, 1907, and in 1910 he 
took over the business. In 1912 Mr. Eno became a partner, and 
in October, 1916, the company reorganized as a partnership. The 
growth of the business, from the start, has been consistent and 
rapid.

Paper 

The paper market, according to all indications, is just reaching 
a new stage in its varied career since it started on its upward way 
a year ago. There is certainly a tension in the atmosphere which 
has not been so apparent for some time before. While the paper 
industry as a whole seems to rely on the apparent shortage of 
supply and unprecedented demand to account for prevailing high 
prices, and to maintain them pretty generally, everyone is “playing 
safe” on principle. 

Some paper men remember the dull market of twelve months 
back, and are inclined to expect a recurrence of the same situa- 
tion. The memory of others goes only as far back as the swift 
rise which followed, and these feel that buyers will avoid the 
possibility of bringing about a similar condition again, and will do 
their best not to depress what is apparently a healthy level of 
prices under present conditions of supply and demand. 

There seems to be no doubt that the mills are now catching up 
on their orders in all lines of manufacture, and as a matter of 
policy they may not accept orders for so far ahead in future as 
they frequently did last year. They are making more prompt de- 
liveries than have been possible for months before. The demand 
for bonds and ledgers, which always sell well over the counter, is 
very firm. Manilas and wrappings of all grades are in good de- 
mand, and there has been no change in the board situation. 

Other lines, however, are not finding such a strong market as 
in recent months, and it is said that more machines are being 
turned to sulphite papers and manilas from finer grades of paper. 
This will make a good market for the coarse papers necessary to 
dispose of the added output without weakening the market. It is 
the completion of a number of the accumulated orders in cheap 
grades with which the mills were overwhelmed in the rise of last 
spring and summer which accounts for the lower range of quota- 
tions in several lines. The manufacturers have now begun to 
quote again on grades in which for some time they were heavily 
sold ahead. The lower prices should not be interpreted as de- 
noting a softening in the lines affected. 

It is a fact, however, that paper is becoming easier to get. Tis- 
sues, and even book papers, are not quite so stiff as they have 
been. The jobbers, although they have not been overstocked, are 
naturally affected by the lull in the market, and by the fact that the 
mills seem to be doing a little less business. They are holding off, 
as a consequence, and not ordering for stock, preferring to let their 
supplies run low rather than take the chance of buying at the top 
of the market and having to sell later at a lower figure. They are 
still filling many old orders, but are neither receiving nor placing 
many new ones. Some jobbers are even reported to be selling 
from stock below present mill prices, but this does not seem to be 
the case with the larger houses. 

Mechanical Pulp 

Following the lowest point of the ground wood market, which 

was reached two or three weeks ago, there has been another re- 


action, in an upward direction, and mechanical pulp is now being 
held firm at $40 f. o. b. mill by most of the big manufacturers 
The stories of sales down as far as $35, made during the slump, 
are persistent, but the recovery was apparently quick, and the 
manufacturers have held all along that there was too much of a 
demand to allow a permanent drop in the market. One mill rey 
resentative says that his output is sold up and that a figure of 
$45 would be asked if any orders could be taken. 


Chemical Pulp 

Recent shipments received from abroad, although they were 
expected, and will have to be stored in part to make them last 
over the four or five months when foreign sulphite is not coming 
in, have made the mills hold off on orders somewhat in the hope 
of a weakening market. Easy bleaching sulphite has been most 
affected by the situation, falling off about 25 cents. The demand 
for kraft is less than during the holiday period, and the domestic 
pulp is easier to obtain. A little foreign kraft is reported at $7.25, 
but it continues very scarce. The last shipments of unbleached 
sulphite from Northern Sweden have arrived, with a prospect of 
increased firmness soon to come. Small shipments of bleached sul- 
phite are still coming in. One firm had some easy bleaching sul- 
phate on hand a few days ago at $6.25, but no bleached is to be 
had. 

In contrast to sulphite, prices on soda pulp are still going up, 
with no prospect of a check. 

Rags 

The situation in the paper stock market is about the same as 
that which faces the paper men, as far as the amount of new busi- 
ness is concerned. While paper jobbers hesitate to place orders 
with the mills until they have sold the goods to consumers, the 
mills will not come into the market for rags and old papers until 
they have enough orders for paper on hand to more than use up 
the stock they have on hand. That seems to be the explanation of 
the dullness which has continued from the Christmas holidays. 

Rags are most affected, and there has been a noticeable fall in 
prices, where any sales have been made. Most of the dealers see 
no object in lowering their prices, as they believe they would have 
to hold the stock, anyway, with the mills taking their present at- 
titude. Except for the few who feel the necessity to move stock 
off their hands quickly, they are waiting for the mills to run low 
and be forced to take the figure at which the stock is offered now 

Bagging 

Bagging is in a much better position, and gunny particularly 
is becoming firmer. The only foreign gunny which can now be 
brought in is not of paper-making grades. The eastern mills, how- 
ever, are buying practically nothing in the line of bagging. This 
is accounted for by one dealer as the result of the fact that wood 
is being used now in some lines where jute stock was formerly 
preferred. 

Old Papers 

Waste papers, like rags, are very weak because of lack of de 
mand from the mills. Hard white shavings are the exception, and 
show a strong inclination to go to new high levels. Flat stock is 
dropping off, especially ledger stock, and magazine stock. Other 
grades are being held at the prices which have prevailed for several 
weeks.

BRIMSTONE.—tThe difficulties encountered by 
brimstone in the vicinity of New York are increasing rather than 
diminishing. Continued congestion on the western transportation 
routes is making it hard for the man whose needs are immediate. 
Prices are very firm at $30 per long ton for New York shipment, 
and $30.50 for Baltimore shipment. 

CASEIN.—The scarcity of both foreign and domestic casein 
insures a firm market here for some time to come. The best 
grades of the domestic article are being quoted from 22c. up, while 
26c. per pound is about the high figure. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—While an enormous contract 
being done by the manufacturers of caustic soda, the spot market 
has been a bit unsteady of late. However, a figure of 4%c. for 
76@78 per cent. flat is still the ruling price. 

CHINA CLAY.—There is no new stage reported by dealers in 
china clay, and prices remain unchanged, with demand very good. 
Various grades bring from $9.25 up to $17 in large quantities. 

ROSIN.—Reports from the southern markets show that receipts 
oI new materials have become very light, and as dealers are already 
lightly stocked, an upward movement is expected soon. At present 
the recent depression is making itself felt at the New York end 
of the line, and quotations have dropped off from what they were 
a week ago. Prices on paper makers’ grades are as follows: E 
$6.50, F $6.50, "G $6.50. 

SODA ASH.—There has been somewhat of a softening in soda 
ash, and prices as low as 27c. per pound for light 58 per cent. are 
reported as having been received by second hands. The market is 
now showing an inclination to steady around 3c. per pound. 

STARCH.—The following quotations are per hundred pounds 
for carload quantities, freight prepaid to New York City: Globe 
pearl starch, bag, $3.15, bbl., $3.24; Buffalo pearl starch, bag, $3.18, 
bbl., $3.27; Globe powdered starch, bag, $3.20, bbl., $3.29; Eagle 
finishing starch, bag, $3.55; crystal, T. B. starch, No. 90, fluidity 
(hand packed), bag, $3.85; bbls., $3.98; crystal T. B. starch, No. 90, 
fluidity (machine packed), bag, $3.80; bbl., $3.89. 

SULPHATE OF ALUMINA.—As with other varieties of alum 
a fair amount of business is keeping prices at old levels. Quota- 
tions for the different grades vary from 2c. to 4c. a pound. 

TALC.—Talc continues to meet with a steady demand for all 
the available output. Prices received by domestic producers are 
from $10 to $15 per ton, while French tale is quoted at $15 to $22 
per ton.

“The possibilities for paper mills, for various kinds of paper by- 
products plants for the manufacture of chemicals and any one 
of the other hundred things which the government has shown 
can be made from the lumber waste, are unrivaled in this 
tion,” Weiss said. Wrapping paper, for which there is 
mendous demand, can be made in this 
wherever there is a large sawmill.
